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District bond election on ballot again in May 


The administrative staff combined efforts with 
Parents’ Club members in an effort to pass a school 
bond that would result in the completion of San Pas- 
qual High School. 
After three failures for passage by a two-thirds ma- 
jority the proposition was again presented to voters in 
May after recent changes in California law allowed 
districts to build schools with a “lease purchase”’ plan, 
requiring only a simple majority to pass. The Board of 
Trustees for the Escondido Union High School District 
were unanimous in their support of placing the issue on 
the May ballot, which, if passed, would begin construc- 
tion of shops, science and math wings, a gymnasium 
and cafeteria facilities. 

The March 1975 election resulted in the annexation 
of San Marcus schools from the Escondido Union School 
District, a fact which aided possibilities for the May 
election. Separation of school districts allowed the bond 
issue to be brought to the polls with the need of San 
Marcus support eliminated, thus improving chances 
against defeat.
